Branchville, S. C., January 27.—A care- 
fully planned and audacious express rob- 
bery took place about 7 o'clock on the 
Southern railway this evening when the 
passenger train from Charleston reached 
mearly the exact site of the. successful 
robbery of two years ago, near Fifty- 
Fight station, 5 miles from Rranc&ville. 

Seven men, or probably eight. were rid- 
fing on the platform between the engine 
and baggage car, concealed by the dark- 
ness. None were masked. At the 55-mile 
board two men crawled over the tender 
and covered the engineer, John Reynolds, 
with winchesters. They fired two shots, 
one ball passing through Reynolds’ cap. 
Ftreman Cobb escaped by jumping off. 
Conductor Black, who ran out, was also 
covered and ordered back. | 

By order of these men a brakeman un- 
coupled the express, mail and baggage 
cars, which were taken to Fifty-Eight 
station, leaving the rest of the train on 
the main line. 


_ Yoadcd Safe on Wagon.

Leader Supposed To Be Warren. 

The leader is supposed to be the noto- 
rious Barton Warren. Warren was ar- 
rested charge? wth having robbed the 
Southern carress car just below Branch- 
ville in the fall of 1899. He was tried in 
1901, and owing to popular feeling in his 
favor and his ‘able counsel, the case re- 
suited in a mistrial. His bail was fur- 
nished, but there came a revulsion in 
popular feeling and, fearing conviction, 
a.few davs before the next session of 
the court—five months ago—he brutally 
murdered Thomas Watson, his former 
friaad, but one of the principal witnesses 
against him. 

Warren has since been at 
some say that he has been 
Branchville at night several times since, 
though, $800 reward had been offered for 
his caSture. Since the murder it is said 
there has been another attempt before 
the daring performance of this afternoon 
to rob the express train between Branch- 
ville and Orangeburg, and this, too, has 
been attributed to Warren. 

Bloodhounds Are Wanted.

Dr. Zeigler Fatally Wounded 
Sweetheart in Chicago 
Hotel and Suicided. 


ERRING GIRL TO SHOOT, 
BUT HER NERVES GAVE WAY 


Zeigler’s Nerves Also Failed, but He 
Finally Mustered Enough Cour- 
‘age to Speed the Bullets: 
Zeigler Had Deserted 

His Wife. | 


Chicago, January 27.—Tr. Harry J. 
Zeigler, of Lancaster, Pa., fatally wound- 
ed his wife, Anna, and then killed him- 
self at the Wellington hotel]. A note left 
by the physician dectared that ‘he and 
his wife had decided to die and that as he 
lacked the nérve, Mrs. Zeigler had prom 
ised to commit the act. 

The physician and his wife arrived at 
the Wellington hotel this morning. The 
two were young and apparently recently 
married. They retired to their room and 
about 3 o’clock a call came to the clerk's 
office. When the bell boy arrived at the 
rcom he found the woman tugging at the 
door. Blood was flowing from a wound in 
the back of her head. 

Young Woman Moaning. 

“Oh, my husband has shot himself,’’ 
she cried, forgetting in her fear for him 
the pain of her own wound. Dr. B. L. 
Riese, the house physician, Was called 
When he arrived the husband was dead 
and the wife was barely conscious. 

A note addressed to a morning news- 
paper was found in the room; it read: 

“My photograph belongs to your paper. 
We decided to die, but I lack the nerve to 
shoot, so my wife, Anna, will do ft. Send 
my body home to 316 West King street, 
lancaster. Goodby.” 

Mrs. Zeigler confirmed the contents of 
the note, which showed that the husband 
lacked at first the determinaticn to carry 
out their plans. But she, too, failed, and 
eventually, she said, her husband shot 
her and then. thinking she was dead, 
turned the weapon on_ himself. Mrs. 
Zeigler was removed to the Samaritan 
hospital. When taken to the hospital it 
was thought Mrs. -Zeigier could not re-

A letter to Zeigler questioned him about 
a divorce he was to secure from a “Miss 
baker" at Luncaster.

Had Abandoned His Wife. 

Lancaster, Pa., Januery 27.—Harry J. 
Zeigler, who fatally shot 4 woman pur- 
porting to be his wife and then commit- 
ted suicide at Chicago today, was a na- 
tive of this city and lived here until three 
years ago. He was 26 years old and a 
son cf William J. Zeigler, station maste- 
cf the Philadelphia and Reading Rail- 
road Company. When a boy Zeigler was 
Wayward and unmanageable. When 
drinking he frequently &0t into serious 
trouble. He served a term on the school 
ship Saratoga and three years ago enlist- 
ea in the regular aimy and was sent to 
the Philippines. The last heard from 
him was a year ago, when hig father re- 
ceived a letter dated ‘‘Luzon,’’ in whicn 
he said he had entered the hcspital ser- 
vice, a circumstance that accounts for 
his title of ‘‘doctor.”’’ 

Zeigler was married about five vears 
ago’ to Miss Harriet Baker, of this city, 
who is at’ her home here and’ from whom 
he had not been divorced. When secn to- 
night Mrs. Zeigler said she hed last heard 
from her husband at Chicago in Novem- 
ber and that he then wrote her that he 
would never return to Lancaster. Since 
then she nad learned that he shad been 
married.

blew up shortly after noon today. 
giant blast. killed six persons, injured a 
bunired others and seriously damaged 
all the property reached by the flying 
debris and the vibration of the shock. 

The irregdlar :quare formed by the 
Murray Hill hotel on the west, the Man- 
aattan Eye and Ear hospital and’ the 
Grand Union hotel! on the east and the 
Grand Central] railroad station on’ the 
north was the scene of the exploston. 
The buildings named sustained the great- 
est damage, but the area affected 
tended for three blocks in four directions 
from the center.

Debris Came Like Cannon Balls. 

J. B. Robertson, of Nelson. British Co- 
lumbfa, was killed by debris thrown with 
the force of artillerv into his room at 
the Murray Hill hotel. He was general 
manager in Canada for the British Co- 
lumbia Gold Fields Company, limited, and 
a prominent citizen in the community 
where he lived. He was a Scotchman and 
left a widow and four chiidren. He was 
said to have been quite wealthy. 

The sunken approach to the street rail- 
way tunnel used by the Madison avenue 
line, euts through Park avenue, and 
the sRMeft for the Rapid Transit subway 
was run down beside it at the tntersection 
of East Fortieth street. The street rail- 
way approach was covered by a 
superstructure used for the  oper- 
ating plant of the rapid tran- 
sit contractors. Temporary bulldings for 
str-rage purposes were thrown: up against 
the superstructure at the mouth of the 
shaft and there the explosion occurred. 
i* tore a great gorge in the street, de- 
molished the temporary buildings and 
part of the superstructure and sent a 
mass of earth, splintered timber and 
twisted iron high in the air. Much of it 
went battering aQainst the front of the 
Murray Hill hotel, and, although the 
walls and main structure of that build- 
ing stood the shock, nearly every room 
in the front of the house was wrecked. 

The Manhattan Eye and Ear hospital, 
on the east side of the avenue, fared near- 
ly as bad and had to be abandoned by 
the management. 

The Grand Union hotel Iost all of its 
windows and glass partitions and prac- 
tically every front window in the Grand 
Central station was shattered. The great 
clocks on its front towers were blown 
from their cases. Thousands of windows, 
some of them seven blocks from the tun- 
nel shaft, fell in fragments. It was the 
shewer of broken glass and falling de- 
bris that injured the greatest number, .

The special committee held its last 
meeting yesterday morning at 11 o'clock 
in the city attorney's office.

Mr. Atkinson 
agreed to all the terms except those 
calling for the pXyment of a percentage 
on gross receipw” He said he thought 
the committee was adopting the wrong 
principle in insisting upon putting a tex 
upon the receipts of the consald 


He declared that this provision would 
undoubtedly be instrumental in preventing 
the extension of several very important 
suburban lines which were now con- 
templated. If those who were to Invest 
the capital In such extensions were to De 
subjected to this tax they would be loath 
up the money for the lines, he 
said. Mr. Atkinson stated that he had 
already had surveys made of a line 
to Marietta and hoped to see the plin 
materialize, but he considered it very 
doubtful if the tax on gross receipts 
was to apply to the entire street rail- 
way systems. 

He announced that he would be willing 
to pay 1 per cent each year for five 
years on gross receipts from the property 
inside the city: 2 per cent each year for 
the five years following, and 3 per cent 
per year from that time on until the end 
of the agreement, 

The committee went into executive 
session to consider this proposal. When 
the meeting was over the members an- 
nounced that they had decided to stand 
by the original report. Thjs prcvides 
that the gross receipt tax shall be upon 
the properties inside and outside tbe city . 
and the franchise of all the companies 
shall remain as they now are. As toe 
the gross receipt tax the committee in-

DEATH AND RUIN 
FROM DYNAMITE

persons were in the main waiting room 
of the Grand Central: station, though in 
the smoking room at the southwest cor- 
ner, a number of men were lounging. 
Some of these were slightly injured by 
bits of glass. Four ticket sellers were 
injured. They sioud in the pathway of 
this. blast.and were all cut about the 
heads and arms with the flying. slivers. 
The clerical force in the executive offices 
of the New York, New Haven and Hart- 
ford railroad, which occupy the floors 
above the first in’ the eastern wing of 
the depot, were thrown about by the 
shock. A. T. Turner, a record cierk in 
Superintendent Sherpard’s office, was 
thrown from ‘iis chair and his hands 
were badly lacerated. “In the next room 
to Turner’s, Chief Dispatcher G. H. Wil- 
son and his four assistants who were 
dfrecting the trains of fhe New Haven 
line, having several hundred trains to 
look out, were scratched with flying glass, 
but did not leave their chairs, even when 
they could not see their instruments be- 
cause of the smoke. One man, Foster, 
who was watching a single track strip 
in Connecticut, did not even get up to 
look at the ruins after the smoke clear- 
ed away. 

The station tonight presented somewhat 
the appearance of a dismantled castle, 
the big windows only ragged holes. 

General alarms brought firemen, po- 
lice, reserves and every available ambu- 
lance to the scene and the injured were 
speedily cared for. A majority of the in- 
jured were treated on the spot and the 
ambulance surgeons worked for an hour 
in the dehris strewn streets. Police lines 
were thrown across either end of Park 
avenue -and across the intersecting 
streets. Several times the police cleared. 
the streets of people in front of the 
Murray ‘Hil hotel. Torrents of water 
from. brokén mains poured into the tun- 
ne) shaft while the wreckage was being 
cleared from the street railway subway 
and it was feared that the street might 
cave in. 

Cause Is Not Known. 

The cause of the explosion and the 
quantity of the explosives that blew up 
are not definitely known. Several causes 
have been advanced. One was that a 
fire started near the powder room and 
that Master Mechanic William Tubbs lost 
his life in a desperate attempt to quench 
it before it reached the deadly fuel.

A third placed the blame upon a blast 
in the tunnel. Still another gave a gas 
explosion from electi§$cal contact in the 
trolley conduit of the street railway sub- 
way. It will probably take an official 
investigation to reveal] the true explana- 
tion. Several men who were very close 
to the shaft escaped, while others hun- 
dreds of fek away were knocked down 
and seriously injured. 

District Attoriféy Jerome visited the 
scene and made an investigation to guide 
him in the official inquiry and possible 
criminal p#osecution that. will follow. 

Ira A. Shaler, engineer in charge of the 
work at Park avenue; John Bracken, a 
foreman, and Martin McGrath, an as- 
sistant foreman, were placed under ar- 
rest and charged with homicide. Wil- 
liam Barclay Parsons, an engineer of the 
Rapid Transit commission, said that Sha- 
ler was one of the most compétent and 
careful engineers he ever knew.

REMAINS INTACT 


Effort Was Made to Break 
Paper During Council’s 
Session. 


HAS GOT TO\BE ADOPTED 
OR REJECTED BY THE BODY 


Councilman Beck ~ Declared That 
Freight Rates Committee Should 
Be Abolished. Unless Pro- 
vided with Fimds To 
Carry on Work. 


Whatever designs members of council 
had On the January apportionment sheet 
were not realized at yesterday's meetng 
of council. The sheet remains intact, 
but it has been neither adopted nor 
rejected. No less than’ six different 
amendments were proposed to the paper, 
but none of them were adopted. 

A majority of these amendments were 
defeated, while several remain to be 
acted upon. 

Council adjourned while a debate was 
going on relative to one of the amend- 
ments, and, as a consequence, further 
consideration of the document will be 
taken up next Monday afternoon when 
the city fathers convene in regular ses- 
sion. Those who attended yesterday's 
meeting expecting a red hot session 
were disappointed. There was plenty 
of discussion, but nothing of a sensa- 
tional nature developed. 

Naturally considerable interest center- 
ed about courtcil’s action in regard to the 
January apportionment sheet, which was

prepared by the city finance committce 
and submitted to the general body a 
week ago. It was generally understood 
that a strong effort would be made to 
break the sheet, ‘and this understanding 
was amply verified when the amendments 
were sent to the elerk’s desk. Heads of 
departments, members of city boards and 
a number of clerks were in the coun- 
cil chamber during the discussion on the 
apportionment sheet,.and all were drawn 
there by the desire to know whether 
the appropriations to their departments 
would be increased or curtailed. 
Six Ameniments Proposed. 

The sheet was read by City Clerk 
Campbell, in accordance with the wishes 
of council, and those members who had 
amendments to pfopose, introduced them 
at that time. The first amendment came 
from Alderman Woodward. It proposed 
to take $27,000 from the apportionmen} 
made the water works department for 
pipe fund and $5,000 from the depart- 
ment of police, making a total of $82,000, 
which he desired. to have reapportioned 
as follows: $6,750 to restore the salaries 
of 125 policemen, subjected to a cit of 
7% per cent in 1896; $4,500 to restore the 
salaries of 7 members of the fire de- 
partment, exclusive of officers; $8,080 to 
restore the salaries: of teachers in the 
grammar schools who were receiving 
$650 a year or less; $4,000 for electric lights, 
and the remaining $8,670 to the chert 
fund. 

Alderman Johnson introduced two 
amendments. One provided that $300, to 
‘be taken from the” department of con- 
tingent, bé appropriated to the Tabernacle 
Home for Helpless Women and Children. 
The other provided that $2,500 be added 
to the apportionment made to the Tech- 
nological school so that the. institution 
should receive $5,000.in all from the city. 
In order to get thig additional sum, he 
proposed taking half of the $2,500 from 
the apportionment made to the Grady 
hospital and the other half from the 
sanitary department. When the amend- 
ments were being discussed Mr. John- 
son moved that these two be referred 
to the finance committee, and that ac- 
tion was taken. 

From Councilman J. Frank Beck came 
an amendment providing that $1,500 be 
appropriated to the committee on manu- 
facturers, statistics, freight rates and 
transportation, this amount to be taken 
from the equipment fund of the water 
works department. This amendment was 
voted down, but the discussion which it 
provoked was of a very interesting na- 
ture. Councilman Beck, who is chairman 
of the committee, declared that if council 
had no intention of giving the co:#mittee 
funds with which to carry on its work 
he hoped the committee would be abol- 
ished. 

Councilman Kontzg, chairman of the fi- 
nance committee, explained that when 


this particular matter was being con- 
sidered by his committee, it was brought 
out that tHe money asked for by the 
chairman would be used in advertising 
the city. The city attorney's opinion 
had been asked and he had stated that | 
to pass it up for that ptrpose would be | 
illegal. Mr. Mayson reiterated the state- 
ment before council whén the point was 
brought up. 
@ Paper Not in Shape. 

It was also brought out that the equip- 
ment fund of the water works was from 
the bond issue and could not, therefore, 
be interefered with. Although the pa- 
per nad several friencs, it was voted down 
because it was not in ;¢oper shape. 

Later Mr. Beck introduced another 
amendment providing that $1,000 Le set 
aside for the use of his committee, ‘the 
amount to be taken from the sanitary 
expense fund. This paper will be con- 
sidered next Monday, when consideration 
of the apportionment sheet is resumed. 

In advocating the adoption of his 
amendment, Mr. Beck said jt was his 
purpose to make the committee one of 
the most important in council. He be- 
Neveq that it could do great good for 
the city, and he. asserted that unless 
it was givén some money with which to 


accomplish something definite there was 
no use in having the committee at all.

Councilman Winn Says Mon- 
ey Is Needed To Do 
Work. 


HOPES TO SECURE $25,000 
FROM CONSOLIDATION DEAL 


He Introduces [Tesolution Calling 
Attention to the Gravity of the 
Situation and Paper Wes 
Unanimously Adopted 
by Council. 


Councilman Winn, of the second ward, 
yesterday took tre initiative in the move- 
ment looking to the extension of trunk 
sewers in Atlanta, by intrcducing, during 
the meeting of council, a resolution call- 
ing upon the finance committee to set 
aside at teast $25,000 to start the work. 

The resolution § stipulates that the 
amount named be taken from the $60,090 
which the public utility corporations will 
pay into the city treasury for the priv- 
ilege of consolidating, provided, of course, 
Mr. Atkinson agrees to the terms outlined 
by the special tax committee. 

In introducing the resolution Mr. Winn 
called attention to the fact that the ap- 
portionment sheet only gave the commit- 
tee on sewers and drains $5,000 to spend in 
extending trunk sewers. This sum, he 
asserted, was too small to be of any prac- 
tical use for the purpose for which it was 
intended. 

He said many of the 
great menace to the lives of the people 
living near their mouths, and he urged 
upon council the necessity for : taking 
steps at once to relieve the situation. 

“This particular matter,’’ said he, “is 
of the gravest importance, and chal- 
lenges the attenticn of every man who i8 
interested in the health of the people and 
ifi the welfare of the city at large. The 
sum that has been epportioned to extend 
sewers is. so the city engineer informs 
me, too small to be of any practical use. 
The work is absolutely necessary, and 
the sooner it is commenced the better.’’ 

Alderman Woodward ccrsidered the pa- 
per premature, and moved that it be re- 
ferred to the finance committee. When 
it was explained to him that the resolu- 
ticn did not provide for an appropriation, 
but merely called upon the finance com- 
mittee to consider the matter and set 
apart the mcney cut of the amount re- 
ceived from the consolidated company, 
he withdrew his motion. 

Councilman Winn's resolution was then 
adopted by a unanimous vote.

Council Decides to Remove 
Restriction from Local. 
Association. 


LONGINO SAIC IT COST 
MUCH TO DISBURSE CASH 


Councilman Hill] Feared That if 
Institution Failed To Raise . 
Money, City’s Appropria- 
tion Would Be Eaten 
Up by Expenses. 


An interesting feature of yesterday's 
session of council was the lively debate 
which was provoked by a resolution Dy 
Councilman Harwell providing that no 
restriction be placed on the _ Atlanta 
Charitable Association in. its disburse- 
ment of the amount set aside for rthe 
association by the city for charitable 
purposes, 

It seems it was stipulated that the 
$1,200 apportioned by the city be ex- 
pended in its entirety to help those in 
distress, and that not a pengy of tne 
amount was to go toward the expenses 
incident to the work itself. Councilman 
Harwell considered this provision in the 
nature of a restriction and.his fesolu- 
tion .sought to eliminate that part of 
the provision. 

Alderman Longino, chairman of the 
committee on hospHals and charities, 
said he could see nothing wrong with 
the. provision. He asserted thaf all. of 
the other charitable institutions raised 
funds themselves largely in excess of the 
amounts apportioned to them by the 
city, and he could see no reason why 
the Atlanta Charitable Association should 
not devote some of the $1,200 from the city 
to paying the expenses of disbursing the 
funds. 

He said the statement of the assoctia- 
tion showed that $1,200 was given the 
institution by the city last year: 
about $538 was raised from outside 
sources, while it required the expenditure 
of more than $1,200 to dispense charity. 
Dr. Longino declared he had no destre 
to reflect in the least upon any of the 
gentlemen connected with the associa- 
tion, but he did think the money given 
by the city should all-be used tn the 
work of relieving those who needed as- 
sistance. 

Councilman Hill said that according to 
the reports of the association the monev 
derived from outside sourtes had been 
gradually getting smaller year after 
year/ and he very much feared that if 
matters képt up that way the $1,200 con- 
tributed by the city would go toward 
paying the expenses of the association 
and there s~vould be ne funds to 4dis- 
pense. 

Councilman Harwell insisted uno. the 
adoption of his resolution and called for 
the yeas and nays. Sixteen members 
voted In favor of the paper and it was 
declared adonted.

SEAATORS ARE STIRRED 
BY WHEATON'S: WORDS 


Bis Criticism of President Schurman 
Bitterly Resented — Tillman 
Thinks Wheaton Is Doing 
Lot of “Dirty Work” 
in the Islands. 


Washington, January 27:—An animated 

and prolonged discussion was precipi- 
tated in the senate today over the right 
utterances 
made in the senate or elsewhere on 
the conduct of affairs in the Philippines. 
At times it became somewhat acrimoni9us, 
‘officers in the Philippines being taken 
sharply to task for statements attributed 
to them in dispatches from Manila. In 
the course of the debate Mr. Money 
said he favored letting the iglands ‘go 
to the devil.’’ 

Rising to a question of privilege early 
In the session, Mr. Dubois, of Idaho, 
-had ‘read an Associated Press dispatch 
from Manila in which General Wheaton 
was quoted as criticising some utterance 
of Professor Schurman in a speech de- 
livered in Boston. Mr. Dubois thought 
the president, in the circumstances, 
would. be warranted in reprimanding 
General Wheaton for his criticisms. He 
declared that such comment upon the 
action of the senate was ‘outrageous 
and indecent,’’ and that the minority 
had quite enough of the threats and 
blackmail. 

Mr. Lodge, of Massachusetts, suggest- 
ed that it would be wise to ascertain 
before General Wheaton was reprimand- 
-ed whether he actually made the state- 
ments attributed to him. General 
Wheaton, he said, was an officer of 
ability and character and no hasty ac- 
tion ought to be taken in such a case. 

Mr. Teller: ‘I don’t think there’s any 
doubt that General Wheaton said what 
is attributed to him.”’ - 

Mr. Lodge: ‘‘There may be a great 
deal of doubt of it.”’ 

Teller Talks of Padlocks. 

Mr. Teller, continuing, said such a 
situation as had arisen was one of the 
blessings growing out of the conditions 
in the Philippines. A padiock, he as- 
serted, was to be placed upon the mouth 
cf every man, congressman or private 
citizen, and all criticism of the admin- 
istration’s Philippine policy was to be 
silenced. He sgeferred to the criticism of 
senators who had antagonized the ad- 
ministration’s policy in the Philippines, 
declaring they had been charged even 
with treason. 

“I suppose,”’ said he, ‘‘that no senator 
after a while will be able to read on 
this floor the Declaration of Indepenji- 
ence without subftcting himself to a 
charge of inciting treason.”’ 

Mr. Lodge said Mr. Teller’s statement 


concerning the Déclaration of Independ- 
ence was “silly.’’ What President 
Schurman said in Boston did not, in his 
opinion, concern the senate. The only 
point was whether a general of the 
United States army had criticised the 
senate. It did not appear from the dis- 
patch that General Wheaton had referred 
to the sénate at all. 

In response to inquiries by Mr. Raw- 
lins, of Utah, Mr. Lodge said ‘he did not 
know whether newspaper dispatches sent 


from Manila were censored or not, and. 


he did not know whether the war depart- 
ment had or had not taken. steps to 
ascertain whether General Wheaton had 
made the statements attributed to him. 

Mr. Carmack, of Tennessee, questioned 
the right of any officer of the United 
States army to criticise @:e actions or 
the utterances of any private citizen. 

Mr. Tillman, of South Carolina, inter- 
rupted to say that the general com- 
manding the army had been reprimanded 
by the president for agreeing with the 
admiral of the mavy on a question on 
which all the people of the United States 
werg absolutely agreed. 

Mr. Carmack did not think that Mr 
Tillman's interjection was entirely rele- 
vant. 

Lodge Apologizes to Teller. 


Mr. Hoar, of Massachusetts, said that 
unsupported newspaper reports on mat- 
ters of this kind ought not to be ac- 
cepted by the senate. 

Later Mr. Lodge said he desired to 
apologize for referring to anything Mr. 
Teller may have sa'‘d as “‘silly.”’” He in- 
sisted there was no disposition on the 
part of anybody to suppress news or 
views. 

Mr. Rawlins said that the suppression 
of opinions and information was so no- 
torious that one could not depend upon 
the statements coming to the United 
States from the Philippines. The Phil- 
ippine commission, he asserted, bad ar- 
rogated to itself the functions of con- 
gress; indeed, the commission had done 
many things which congress never would 
have done. 

Mr. Dubcis insisted that the dispatch 
which he had presented bore evidence on 
its face of accuracy. 

“We have been threatened and black- 
mailed,’’ he said, “as long as we ought 
to endure it. Such utterances as had 
been instanced were. offensive to us and 
ought not to be permitted to pass with- 
out a reprimand by the president of the 
United States. They are, coming from 
the officers of the army, in exceedingly 
bad taste.”’ 

Mr. Spooner deemed it the part of wis- 
dom to ascertain first whether General 
Wheaton had made the statements at- 
tributed to him before any attempt was 
made to secure his censure. 

Mr. Tillman, of South Carolina, inter- 
rupted to inquire who would furnish the 
proof that the dispatches had not been 
inspired. - 

Mr. Spooner replied that he did not be- 
lieve it was either inspired or censored, 
but fef the senate ought to await defi- 
nite information. General Wheaton, he 
added, was a fine officer of high charac- 
ter and notable achieveemnts.

Washingtou, January 27.—(Special.)— 
The senate committee cn_ interoceanic 
canals did not make a report today, but 
decided to have hearings, beginning next 
Monday. 

It was agreed that the legislative con- 
dition of the senate was such that noth- 
ing would be gained by presenting a re- 
port at this time. A sub-committee coa- 
sisting of Senators Morgan, Foster of 
Louisiana, Pritchard, Turner and Kit- 
tridge was appointed to investigate and 
prepare a report upon the legal points 
involved in the offer of the Panama 
Canal Company. 

The committee decided today to sum- 
mon as witresses before it the members 
of the Walker canal commission, who are 
expected to throw some additional light 
upon the question of route. It is under- 
stood to be the desire of members of the 
senate committee, as nearly as they can, 
to get the individual opinions of members 
of the commission and the ‘reasons that 
caused each to join in the last report ad- 
vocating the Panama route. It is also 
desired to ascertain, if possible, whether 
there is slightest ground for the sugzges- 
tion of outside influences. Some members 
of the committee are not at ali satisfied 
with the Panama report, and they hope 
by. means of this investigation of, indi- 
vidual members behind closed doors ta 
elicit all the inside facts concerning this 
last report ¢s well as each man’s views 
to not only the engineering but the diplo- 
matic and legal points involved. ‘

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SOUTHERN REPUBLICAN ACT. 


They Resolve To Make a Fight on 
Election Laws. 

Washington, January 27.—At a caucus 
tonight of southern republicans in con- 
gress steps were taken looking to’ the 
preparation of a measure to be introducca 
in both housed comprising an amalgama- 
tion of the best features of the bills al 
ready presented in the house by Messrs. 
Bartholdt, of Missouri, and Gibson, of 
Tennessee, for the enforcement of the 
election. laws. Senator Pritchard, of 
North Carolina,, presided and after the 
matter had been thoroughly discussed he 
designated Mr. Gibson to prepare the pro- 
pesed measure, whose ‘features 
tentatively agreed upon. 

These, Senator Pritcharé says, provide 
for the honest enforcement of the stat 
election laws, fix the right of minority 
representation and means by which the 
aggrieved party contesting an _ election 
case may be heard by the state canvass- 
ing board. If he is disappointed with the 
result he is to have the right of appeal 
to the district judge, who is clothed with 
rower to hear and try questions of law 
and fact de novo raised before the can- 
vassing board and to issue the certificate 
of election to the person having the high- 
est number of votes. This is to constitute 
prima flacie evidence of his election, upon 
which he may be sworn in by the house. 

There was some discussicn of the Crum- 
pecker bill, which reduces the congres- 
sional representation in the south on the 
basis of the vote cast at elections, but 
the sentiment of nearly all the members 
present was against it. It is stated the 
southern republicans will offer the meas- 
ure agreed on tonight. There were pres-

Minnesota Prosecutes Them 
United Stales:Supreme Cour, 


Attornéy General. Douglas Asks 
Leave To File Bill of Complaint 
Against the Great Combine. 
Points Made for the 
State.

Washington, January 27.—In the United 
States supreme court today Attorney 
General Douglas, of Minnesota, renew2d 
his motion for leave to file a bill of com- 
piaint on behalf of the state against the 
Northern Securities Company in the 
matter of the merger of the Northern 
Pacific railroad with other railroads, 
saying that he had giver, notice to the 
defendants as required by the court. 

W. D. Guthrie, for the Northern Se- 
curities Company, filed a bref with the 
ccurt outlining the company’s position. 

Attorney General Dovgias made an 
argument in support of the motion for 
leave to file the complaint. Mr. Dougles 
made the following points in support of 
the right of the state to file an original 
sult in the court: 


Points for Minnesota. 


The complainant bases its request for 
leave to file and present its bill of com- 
plaint upon section 2, article 3, of the 
constitution of the United States, which 
grants original jurisdiction to his court 
in ail controversies between states and 
between a state and a citizen of another 
State; also upon congressional enactmei:it 
relating thereto—section 687 et seq. Re- 
vised Statutes of tne United States. 

: The right of a state to invoke the juris- 
diction of this court to protect its prop- 
erty cnd individual rights and interests 
in an action against citizens of sister 
states has long been recognized. The 
state of Minnesota owns upward of 3,000,- 
000 acres of land within its limits, which 
is near to, or in the territory, alone 
traversed by the two railways in ques 
tion, and the state is dependent almost 
entirely upon those roads for the develop- 
ment of this land and the furnishing of 
transportation facilities to the same. The 
value of these Jands and their salability 
will be greatly impaired by the consoli- 
dation. The income of the state derived 
from taxation, for the maintenance of 
state institutions as well as the performe 
ance of its executive, legisiative and 
judicial functions, will be seriously im- 
paired and interfered with by reason of 
such consolidation. 

The state also claims the right to main- 
tain this action as parens patriae, or as 
trustee or representative of all her citi- 
zens. A very large portion, if not all, of 
the citizens of Minnesota will be ma. 
terially injured by the consolidation of 
and the removal of competition in freight 
ond passenger rates between the lines of 
railway owned and operated by the two 
companies. 

It is as much a part of the duty of a 
state, in its sovereign or governmental 
capacity, to secure to its citizens their 
common rights as it ig of the United 
States to use its sovereign powers in hbe- 
half of its citizens fdr a similar purpose. 

The right to maintain a cause of action 
created by statute or which arises by 
reason of the violation of a state other 
than a strictly pemal law has been recog- 
nized by this court. The contract obl:ga- 
tfon to obey the laws of the state pl 
Minnesota rests primarily upon the stuck- 
holders of the corporation; it is one of the 
conditions which the state demands of the 
persons 2bout to form a corporation; it 
in effect says to them, “If you will obey 
the laws of ‘the state relating to the cor- 
poration you wish: to form, the state will 
permit you to orgenize as a corporation. 
As held by this court, the franchise of a 
corporation belongs to the stockholders. 
It logically follows that the obligation to 
obey the law is imposed in the first in- 
stance, and forever after remain upon 
the stockholders of the corporation. 


Summary of the Situation. 


The situation can thus be summarized: 
The holders of a large majority of the 
capital stock of two railroad corporations 
authorized to construct and maintcin 
lines within the limits of the state vt 
Minnesota have organized a corporation 
in another state for the express purpose 
of consolidating the railway lines and 
property of such companies and evading 
“@i viclating one of the laws of the state 
of Minnesota, which bears directly upon 
and gives the siate and its citizens cer- 
tain rights and privileges in cornection 
with the property owned and controlled 
by the railroads thus sought to be con- 
3 ed. 
gone way in which the stafe can 
reach such an evasion of its laws and 
enforce its rights is to bring an action In 
this court against the instrument ¢r 
means by which such consolidation is 
sought to be accomplished. If e stato 
of Minnesota cannot avail itself of the 
original jurisdiction of this court to en- 
force its rights, it cannot go into the state 
of New Jersey and ask the courts of that 
state to enforoe its rights, because the 
same reesons urged against the jurisdic- 
tion of this court could be urged with 
equal force before tht courts of New 
Jersey. 

The bil discloses that this consolida- 
tion embraces about 17,000 miles of rail- 
road, furnishing nearly all tl.e transporta- 
tion facilities available to the people of 
seven different states of the union, which 
seven states embraced "ore than. one- 
fifth of the entire area of the United 
States and nearly one-twelfth of its popu- 
lation. 

While it is not a part of the duty of fhe 
state of Minnesota to enforce the rights 
ef the citizens of any other state, and it 
does not scek to do 80, we ask this court 
to turn te those facts of whicn it has a 
right to take judicial nctice, and it will 
learn that six of these seven states, 
thruugh which these roadg pass have 
constitutional or statutory inhibitions 
similer to the one which the staie of 
Minnesota now seeks to enforee in this 
action. We refer to this only for the pur- 
pese of disclosing the far-reaching effect 
of this tremendous consclidation. If the 
state of Minnesota cannot maintain this 
action. we fail to see how it is possible 
for anv state to enforce remevial stat- 
utes adcpted for the protection of the in- 
terests of its citizens as well as to pro- 
tect its individual rights. 

If what is attempttd to he done here 
can be successfully accomplished, the 
states of this union are powerless to en- 
force euch statutes. The national gov- 
erpment, under its present constitutional 
limitetions, can enact no legislation which 
will protect sicte commerce and state 
traffic against such a monopolistic con: 
solidation as is referred to in this bill. 
The onty practical wavy the state can pro- 
tect itself is by the adoption of legisla- 
tion of the character scught to be en- 
forced in this action, and the only tribu- 
nal inuwhich that can be enforced under 
the circumstances discloeed in this pill 
is the one te which we now appeal. It 
seems to us that there is g controversy 
hetween the state of Minnesota and the 
defendant corporation—a citizen of the 
state of New Jersev—which, under the 
constitutional provision referred to. en- 
titles the state cf Minnesota to the priv- 
tege of the furiediction of this court: in 


» fact. thfs is the on!lv judicial tribunel fn 


which the etete of Minnesota can well as- 
sert ifs claim and vresent its controversy 
against the -Iefendant. 

Arguments for Trust. 

Mr. Guthric conteff¥ed that the hill of 
complaint proposed to be filed on behalf 
ef the state of Minnesota does not pres: nt 
a controversy of a civil and judicial na- 
ture between a state ard a citizen of 
another state justifiable in this court, 
and that no state can call upon this court 
to enforce its penal or peiice law in other 
states. The sole ground of complainr, he 
maintained, is the alleged violation in 
New Jersey of certain enactments con- 
tained ir the state of Minnesota. Hence 
he contended that the irjunction prayed 
for would be rothing more ar less than

Washington, January 27.—(Special.)—By 
the president's request the civil service 
commission has investigated the charges 
filed against A..F. Wills, postmaster of 
Nashville, of violating civil service laws, 
particularly in obtaining contributions 
for ‘campaign purposes.

The report of the committee says the 
postmaster and others solicited Assistant 
Attorney Brock to run as republican can- 
didate for congress. As Brock replied 
that the necessary expenses must be 
borne by others, Postmaster Wills ad- 
vanced $150 of his money in personal 
checks, afterwards indorsed by Brock, to 
the treasurer of the campaign committe:>. 
Reimbursed the Postmaster. 

W. J. O'Callaghan, assistant superin- 
tendent of mails: N. 8S. O’Callaghan, 
clerk: Edwin Fuller, superintendent of

Gross Irregularities in Civil Servics 
Examinations 


ADMITTED BY THE COMMISSION 


In Evidence That Employees of Di- 
vision of Statistics Were Fur- 
nished Questions. 


Washington, January 27.--The civil ser- 
vice commission has canceled the ex- 
amination for special! statistical compiler 
for the department of agriculture, held 
June 18 and 19 last, and has made public 
its report on its investigation of the in- 
tegrity of that examination. 

The report says that entployvces of the 
division of the stutistics were improperly 
and unfairly assisced in ‘heir preparation 
for the examination by disclosures made 
by Mrs. Bertha Burch, an empl.yee, in 
pursuance of instructlors from John 
Hyde, statistician of the department of 
agriculture, directing her to give all the 
help in this examin:ation which she “le- 
gitimately could. The report says the 
testimony shows ‘hat aijdvance informa- 
tion of a more or !ess definite character 
was given out by her c:vering at least 
six questions asked In the. examination, 
and also that urclassifiel laborers in the 
statistical division were given other un- 
fair advantages, the quest'ons being 
framed in such a manner that only those 
experienced in the actual werk at ths 
division could pass. 

The report calis attention to an ap- 
parent effort by Statistician Hyde to 
forestall the investigation of the commit- 
tee in respect to one or more of the wit- 
resses examined and says threats were 
rade to them. The report adds: 

“We are under the very highest morai 
obligation to protect all witresses who, 
at cur request, have appeared before us 
end have given testimony in regard tv 
this examination. The committee will 
exhaust all its power before it will per- 
mit any of these witnesses to be dismiss- 
ed or injuriously affected 1n any fhanner, 
directly or indirectly, on account of Ip- 
formation which they have communt- 
cated."

BURDENED BY WAR SAXRGas 


Brewers Cry to Ways and Means 
Committee for Relief. 


BREWERS ARE BEING RUINED 


President Kendall Says They Cannot 
Stand the Tax—Appeal from 
Tea Men. 


Washington, January 27.—The ways and 
means committee today temporarily laid 
aside the subject of Cuban reciprocity 
and entered upon the question of reducing 
the war revenue taxes, During the mofn- 
ing the tea interests were heard on the 
proposition to take off the tax of 10 cents 
a’ pound on tea imposed by the Spanish 
war revenue act. The afternoon was &&t 
aside for the beer intercsts 

Albert P. Sloane, of New York, presi- 
dent of the National Tea Duty Repeal 
Association, surmed up the appeal for 
reduttion as foflows: 

“1. The duty is an excessive hardsnip 
upon consumer, retailer, wholesale grocer 
ayd tea importer. 

“2. The duty injures the qaality of tea. 

‘3. The poorer classes pay the tax tin 
full and the better classes are graduaily 
being deprived of the best tea 

“4. As the tea duty is a war tax, it - 
should be now removed 

‘5. As the country should not be doubly 
taxed upon an article which demands no 
protcction.”’ 

At the afternoon sessien the heer peo- 
ple were represented by the officials of 
their organization, including N. W. Ken- 
dall, of New Haven, Conn., president of 
the United. States Brewrrs’ Association. 

President Kendall said assurances had 
been given when the war taxes were im- 
posed that they were fur war purposes, 
and would terminate with the war. He 
compared the rete placed on beer with 
that imposed by Great Britain as an in- 
e‘dent to tie Boer war. showing the 
American rate to be much higher. 

He referred to “three men engaged In 
the iron industry, reaping an. annual 
profit of $0,000,000 from their business. * 
The brewerics had paid to the government 
in 1900 $73,550,754, and their profits either 
had been wiped out enjirely or reduced to 
a pittance. In ccnclusion Mr. Kendail 
sold: 

‘The American brewing trade has no 
hope of relief except that which rests 
upon your sense of justice and 
willingness to redeem a pledge and 
ise repeatedly and solemniy ma 
your honorable committee.”’ 

Chairman Payne, in reference to Mr. 
Kendill’'s appeal that congress keep the 
promises of repeal, heretofore made, raid 
that congress aml the committee had 
kept akcad of their promises. The trouble 
had been that the requirements -of the 
government had largely increased. The 
reductions in wfr taxes last year, 
Payne said, had gene as far as the goy- 
ernment corditions seemed to Justify. 
Now the committee would see fitrther 
what additional reductions wer justified. 

Mr. Obermann spoke of the numerous 
failures in the brewing work.

MARIRTTA HOLDS 
OIL: PHENOMENON 


Facts of Find Related by Lawyer 
Cheney. 


SAMPLE TAKEN FROM GROUND 


It Was Put in Thoroughly Cleansed 
Bottle That Had Never Con- 
tained Oil and Sent by Mr. 
Nigh to Chemist 
McCandless.

Marietta, Ga., January 27.—(Special.)— 
The reported find of oil by George B. 
Nigh on his farm near Marietta and the 
recent statement made by State Chemist 
McCandless in The Constitution caused a 
ripple of excitement in Marietta. John 
P. Cheney, one of Marietta’s most sub- 
stanfial citizens and a prominent and 
reputable lawyer, furnished the infor- 
mation for the article that appeared in 
The Constitution a few days since in 
regard to the find. 

Mr. Cheney said that he went with Mr. 
Nigh, taking a thoroughly clean pottle 
and getting the sample that was carried 
by Mr. Nigh to Mr. McOandless. Asked 
for a statement in the matter, Mr. Che- 
ney made the following: 

“Mr. Nigh recently came to me and 
asked me to go with him to his farm to 
investigate the substance which had been 
found there and which was claimed to 
be oil. I took a thoroughly cleansed bot- 
tle in which no oil had ever been, and we 
filled it with the oily substance which 
was coming out of the ground and which 
was on top of the water. This was found 
in a small ditch and was floating on top 
of the water which was running in the 
ditch. On smelling the substance I was 


sure I detected oil. 

“I brought the bottle whic@ I had filled 
to town, turned it over to Mr. Nigh and 
advised him to take it to the state chemist 
for analysis. The place from which this 
olly substance was secured showed no 
signs of being tampered with, as it was 
in a low swamp, grown up in briars and 
bushes for several yarda cn each side.’ 

Several days ago a party of gentlemen, 
in company with Mr. Nigh and others, 
visited Mr. Nigh’s farm for the purpose 
of making an examination and getting a 
sample of the substance. There was no 
trouble in finding it and there was se- 
cured a good sample of one quart, which 
fad a strong scent of keresene and 
also a strong and decided taste. Tests 
were made by pouring a few drops of the 
sample on clear water and the oil would 
immediately float on the surface. 

Where the Oil Is Found. 

* The oil is found floating on the surface 
of running water in two small ditches 
on Mr. Nigh’s farm and also at different 
points on lands of others in the same 
vicinity. The ditches are in a low, 
swampy bottom, which is grown up in 
grass, briars and bushes, the banks of 
the little ditch being so grown up with 
briars that it is difficult of approach. By 
following the ditch a distance of 200 yards 
or more, its full length, no evidence of 
any interference could be detected. The 
oll seemed to come out of the ground at 
or near the head of the ditch and floats 
on the water its entire length. 

This first ditch starts out from the 
southwest side of a hill and runs slightly 
south of east; at a point about’ 300 yards 
distant from the starting of the first 
ditch. On the northeast side of the hill 
another ditch starts and runs almost 
south. This ditch also contains the oil, 
which can be pltinvy seen, smelled and 
tasted to the satisfaction of any one. 

At other places, on the land of Rev. 
S. A. Paris, colored, and at points from 
a quarter to a half mile distant from 
each other the oil could be found. The 
sample obtained was gotten in a thor- 
oughly cleansed bottle and unquestionably 
contains ojl in a very marked degree. 
Several prominent citizens of Marietta 
have visited the place and say there is 
unmistakably oil there. Every one who 
sees and tests the samples Brought from 
there says there is no mistake about it 
being oil. 

William Johnson, formerly superinten- 
dent of the Marietta Water Works Com- 
pany, is reported on reliable informaticn to 
have sAid that more thar a year ag while 
doing some prospecting for his company 
down this branch he discovered unmis- 
takable evidences of oil. Mr. Nigh will 
have other and thorough tests made.

BRUNSWICK AND BIRMINGHAM 


BIG DEVELOPMENTS EXPECTED 
IN NEX« FEW DAYS. 


Vice President Bushnell Says Road 
Will Be Pushed Faster Than 
Was Anticipafed. 
Brunswick, Ga:, January 27.—(Special.) 
Notable arrivals here today were Edwin 
Gould, of New York, and Vice President 
Bushnell, of the Brunswick and Birming- 
ham railroad. Some big developments in 
Brunswick and Birmingham matters may 
be looked for in the next few uays. Vice 
President Bushnell fs guarded in his in- 

terviews, but says: 

“I was prepared te ike Brunswick and 
{ts people, but my -personal observations 
of the place and associations with the 
people have far exceeded anything that I 
could have pictured, 

“You ean say this much, that beyond 
any question the Brunswick and Birming- 
ham will be pushed on to Birmingham a 
good deal faster than was expected after 
we finish arranging the terminals here. 
Experienced people know the expense and 
trouble of getting terminal facilities after 
a road is built, but our people have judg- 
ment enough not to push their road into 
the interior until after the foundation is 
fixed. In a short time the full plans 
may be divulged by others, but i do not 
care to anticipate that.” 

From other sources it is learned that 
a vessel load of steel rails is en route. 
The engineering corps has just returned 
from a_ satisfactory prospecting tour 
through Georgia and Alabama. President 
Machen is expected here the first week 
in February and every imdication points 
to a successful deal having been made 
with the St. Louis and Kansas City peo- 
ple to carry the line on across the con- 
tinent from Birmingham. 


LIVING IN LONDON. 


It Is Not a Good Place for a Man of 
Small Income. 

London Chronicle: An American, who, 
in the classical language of his country, 
is at present ‘‘located’”’ in London, wants 
to know whether any city in the world is 
quite so itggardly as our town. He has 
been going the rounds of the London res- 
taurants, and has encountered in the 
management of them a spirit which dis- 
tresses him. ‘‘There is, to begin with,’’ 
he says, “a charge of from 2d to 6d for 
guarding your hat and coat in the cloak 
room, and a tip ®n addition is expected. 
You want to wash your hands—another 
2d or 6d, and another tip. You take up 
the menu, and behold! there is an inti- 
mation made that a charge of 3d each 
person will be made under the guise of 
‘table money.’ The charge varies accord- 
ing to the nature of the place—3d is the 
lowest, 6d perhaps the average; at a 
great many restaurants it is 1s, and in at 
least two that I have visited 1s 6d. a‘he 
only difference is that the in the lower- 
priced restaurants it is called ‘table 
money,’ and in the higher-priced ones 
placed under the captivating heading of 
couvert. To my mind, an entrance fee, 
frankly demanded at the door, would be 
much less offensive than to find yourself 
asked at the end of a dinner to pay for 
the trowble and expense of cleaning up 
the cutlery you have used.” 

His conclusion of the whole matter is 
that ‘‘London lives by imposing a fixed 
tariff on the accessories that in every 
other city I have ever been to are thrown 
in gratis,’’ and he thinks that being a gen- 
tleman is one of the most expensive pro- 
fessions an Englishman can have. He de- 
clares it to be an utter delusion that Lon- 
don is a cheap place to live in. ‘ror the 
poor man,” he says, “the man whose in- 
come is less than £800 a year, there is 
no city where less can be had in the way 
of comforts and even the necessities of 
life. In New York it is only the luxu- 
Ties that cost; the expenses of every-day 
living may be as great or as small as 
one cares to make them. New York. in 
fact, is laid out for the poor man. From 
the transportation system to the price of 
such fundamental charges on the house- 
hold treasury ‘as coal, ice, fuel, meat, 
bread, milk and fruit, almost everything 
conspires to bring him in a good return 
for a very small outlay. All these things 
ta cheaper in New York than in Lon- 
aon, 


Seven English Queens Not Crowned. 

Eleancr F. Cobby in Lcndon Queen: In 
looking forward to the coronation of King 
E@ward, we all fee] how muh of eruce 
and beauty and interest the presence of 
Queen Alexandra will lend to the splen- 
dors of the scene, and, as a rule, most 
English queens have been solemniv 
crowned, whether they reigned in their 
own right cr as wives of royal husbands. 
To this rule, however, there are seven 
exceptions. The first was Merearet of 
France, the young, plain, amiable second 
“wife of Edward I. He had spent so much 
money in conquering Wales and in trv- 
ing to conquer Scctland that he could not 
afford the expense ot a coronation: for 
his girl bride, and she had to do without 
the splendors of the pageant. 

King Henry VIII took care that Anne 
Boleyn should be crowned with extreme 
magnificence. He desired to show the 
world how much he loved her and how 
very much he defied the bishop of Rome. 
The four wives who succeeded her were 
never crowned at all. For cne_ thing, 
money ran snort, and for another, there 
may have lurked, even in his masterfy] 
mind, a sense of the ‘fitness of things”’ 
which may have eaused him to shrink 
from publicly crowning so many ladies in 
such very rapid succession. At any rate 
the beloved Jane Seymour, the despised 
Anne of Cleves, the girlish Catherine 
Howard and the wary Catherine Parr 
were never consecrated in public as 
queen-consorts of England. 

Henrietta Maria, wife of Charles I, re- 
fused to be crowned. She was voung, she 
was pretty, she was a Ifrench princess, 
and a bigoted Roman Catholic, and she 
declined to take part in a state function 
which would compel rer to partake of 
the sacrament according to Church of 
England rites 

Sophia Dorothea of Zell, cannot be reck- 
cned amongst the seven, because she was 
never called queen of England at all. 
While George I was being crowned, and 
anointed, and—bcred, the lady of Ahlden 
was pining in her long, monotonous cap- 
tivity. 

Caroline of Brunswick is the last, and 
inost remarkable, instarce of the wun- 
crowned English queens. Though George 
IV had beer forced from popular indigna- 
tion to give up the bi of pains and pen 
alties against her, nothing wou!d induce 
him to let her share his coronation.

Jury Rerders Verdict Clearing Him 
of Murder Charge. : 


THE SPECTATORS APPLAUDED. 


Judge Reagan Ordered Bailiffs To 
Arrest Enthusiasts but They 
Could Not Be Located. 


Griffin, Ga., January 97,—(Special.)—The 
jury in the case of F. M. McNaughton, 
charged with the murder’ of Pov Patton 
at Blantons mill on August 14, 1901, 
brought in a verdict of not guilty at 3 
o'clock this afternoon. 

The case had been on trial in the su- 
perior court since last Friday at noon, 
and went to the jury at 11:30 today. 

When the verdict was reed there was 
considerable applause in the court room, 
and Judge Reagan ordered the bailiffs to 
arrest all who had thus shown their ap- 
proval of the verdict. The bailiffs were 
unable to apprehend the parties. The 
court announced that it was fortunace 
for them that such was the case, a8 he 
would have sentenced them to jail for an 
uncomfortable length of time. The court 
announced that if there was any more 
applause over a verdict that he would 
have the room cleared of all visitors. 

One of the most importan cases that 
has come up in years is now on and will 
occupy the court for several days. It is 
that of G. A. Martin, charged with the 
murder of Oscar Aller on September 2s, 
1900, at over, a small village about 5 
miles from Griffin. 

Both men were prominently connected 
in this section and a royal legal battle 
will be f¢ught. Solicitor General O. H. B 
Blcodworth is assisted in the prosecution 
by Judge Marcus W. Beck and Colonel

noon when the case was called.

VERNE DYING IN POVERTY. 


Writer of Eighty Novels Neglected 
at His Home in Amiens. 


Chicago Tribune: Jules Verne, “he of 
the great imagination,” as the French 
call him, the writer of eighty fabulously 
successful novels, lies dying at his home 
in Amiens, old, blind, and r@anjless. His 
son is now in England witn the hope of 
getting some of his father’s admirers to 
place their mames on a subscription list 
that the dying man may lack neither doc- 
tors nor medicine while he yet lives, nor 
a decent burial when he dles. 

The world’s farewell to the novelist 
must be to him a bitter contrast to its 
welcome and to the hospitality he enjoy- 
ed during his stay. trom every point of 
view his lite has peen successful. he nad 
fame in every civilized country, money in 
consequence thereof, the friendship ot the 
great among Tis countrymen, heaith, and 
tne love of a devoted wife. today the 
last alyne remains to him. His fame di- 
minished as his writing waned. He had 
spent his money, and the faculty of mak- 
ing more departed with the advent 
oid age. His friends are dead, and he 
has become blind. 

Verne’s books were a new sort, differ- 
ent in kind from any that had been 
published in France. ‘the love motif was 
entirely absent. His heroes were adven- 
turers, travelers, who nevertheless in 
contradistinction to the conventional 
dared:vil, spent none of their time eSher 
in getting beautiful maidens into distress 
by breaking their hearts or in getting 
them out of it by breaking taeir malign- 
ers’ heads. The Verne adventurers fignt 
and beat other men or more frequently 
nature. The laws of time and gravity 
are their pet antipathies. The tales were 
ail pseudo-scientific. Their author suc- 
ceeded in accomplishing the previously 
impossibte, for ne made the marriage be- 
tween sience and fiction, two creatures of 
an incompatible temperament, happy. At 
least, so fa¥ as the lay world could judge. 
But he himself was not made happy by 
his work. *In his later days he has been 
frequently melancnoly, because, as ne 
continually said, he thought he had ac- 
complished nothing worthy in |§terature. 
A tavorite remark of his has been: ‘Je 
ne compte pas dans la litterature Fran- 
cais."" “‘l amount to nothing in French 
literature. 

George Sand, the great woman novelist, 


admired his tales. After reading several 
stories which he wrote about balloons 
and flying machines, she asked him to 
take another tack. One of his greatest 
novels, *‘Twenty Thousand Leagues Un- 
der the Sea,"’ followed. Then one of 
Cock’'s tourists’ time tables havé him the 
idea of “Around the World in Wighty 
Days,”’ which is the best known of his 
writings. Even today, when by means 
of the transcontinental railroads a trav- 
eler manages to make a circle around the 
earth in less than eighty days he is wont 
to boast of having defea@ed the resource- 
ful Phineas Fogg. 

Verne was not a traveler. He never 
tried to visit any of tne places he wrt 
abcut. The majority of the sites he teils 
of are inaccessible to members of this 
age and generation, anyhow, and maybe 
their describer thought it was not worth 
while to go to the rest. He always said 
his hardest work came when he had to 
reed up about the places he had not seen 
but would describe 

He worked hard, a fact shown by his 
output—eighty imaginative novels in lesg 
than forty years. Arising at 4:30 in the 
morning, he worked till 11 before eating; 
then came breakfast, and in the afternooa 
four or five hours more of work. 

When the first draft of a book was done 
he corrected and recorrected until he had 
gone through the proof sheets seven or 
eight times. His publishers say that his 
last correction looks entirely unlike the 
first draft; that the outlines of the plot 
and even the nemes of the characters are 
changed. 

Verne began to write at the age of 12. 
“Poetry it was then, and dreadful. too.” 
he seys himself. When graduated from 
college he went on the Paris bourse, and 
in the course of a, few months’ specuia- 
tions lost cons‘derable money. He was 
always giad of it. however. hecause he 
claimed that he was thus enabled to se 
at close range that nervous energy Aret 
lightning-like thinking, which. makes his 
heroes interestirz.

RISKED LIVES FOR SALVAGE. 


CREW OF STEAMER DAGGERY 
STICK TO THE SHIP. 


Norwegian Seamen Refuse To Leave 
Wheir Craft Until Greatest Dan- 
ger Has Passed. 

Norfolk. Va., January 27.—(Special.)— 
Seeking to Savé salvage to the ship own- 
ers, Captain Simonson and the crew of 
seventeen men of the Norwegian steam- 
ship, Daggery, bound from New York to 
Mexico, with a cargo of coal and railroad 
iron, which strande@ near Gull Shoals 
life saving station this morning, refused 

to leave the ship for hours. 

The ship was at the time in imminent 
peril, the seas breaking over her heavily. 
It was necessary for the life savers to 
use the Lyle gun and shoot a line to the 
vessel before communication could be es- 
tablished. 

Captain Pugh, of the life saving crew, 
went to the Daggery in a boat, but the 
men refused to leave. Meantime assist- 
ance had been telegraphed for and the 
Merritt wrecking steamer, Rescue, has 
been dispatched hence. 

The life savers anchored the vessel to 
prevent her drifting farther in shore, and 
stood by to succor the obstinate Norwe- 
gians, who stuck to the stranded wreck 
until late afternoon. Then they consent- 
ed to come ashore and were safely land- 
ed through the surf. 

The captain has given no statement of 
the cause of the stranding, but at the 
time the weather was murky and smoky 
and the sea rough: At this hour the ship 
is lying easy and unless the promised 
storm materializes before the Rescue, 
which has just reached her, gets to work. 
she can be saved.

The Signs of the Times. 

The signs are multiplying all around 
the political horizon that indicate a 
coming democratic revival. We use 
that last word advisedly. We mean 
a renewal of democratic faith, confi- 
dence and union of effort to convert a 
great majority of the people to sound 
principles and just government. 

The gouging and crowding by some 
of the brethren in congress is insig- 
nificant. They scent the coming vic- 
tory and are already eager to get front 
places in the procession. They are 
anxious to be where they can holler 
first: “I told you so!” They are fur- 
nishing signs of promise rather than 
of serious discords. That there is a 
ganity in their seeming confusion is. 
evidenced by their refusal to forecast 
issues and assume to predicate a na- 
cional platform for the party in ad- 
vance of the convention of 1904. 

The republican party’s predicament 
is not a happy one. They have a 
president on their hands. They have 
never before had one who was so de- 
termined to spell his title with capital 
letters. He is himself the x in their 
political equation—the unknown quan- 
tity whose value as a party-keeper 
and leader is yet to be Worked out. 
They are not in beautiful agreement 
upon pending and urgent policies. 
They have inherited the reciprocity 
proposition, which their leaders wish 
to strangle, and have had thrust upon 
inem a Cuban question which they had 
hoped to avoid. The Philippine policy 
is a two-edged sword which they are 
compelled to handle with the greatest 
care. And there are other matters, such 
as the isthmian canal, the surplus, the 
war taxes and the ship subsidy Dill, 
that are powerfully perplexing to men 
who have to face the people this com- 
ing fall. 

The democrats, however, have every 
reason to be hopeful. They have no 
more to do at present than to watch 
every move by their opponents, hang 
on their flanks, expose their errors, 
their invasions of the~ constitution, 
their evasions of the fundamental 
principles of free government, their 
extravagances with the _ people’s 
money and their subservience to cap- 
ital and to corporations, trusts and 
monopolies. Then, dropping out of

We are a considerable séction of the 
Anglo-Saxon world. The blood and 
the principles of our civilization link 
back to tne lineages and laws of the 
race of men over whom Edward has 
been called to reign. It matters not 
that we have thrown off the monarch- 
ial forms, dispensed with kings and ex- 
changed the trappings of courts for 
the simpler costumes of democracy. 
In doing so we have not necessarily, 
we hope, divorced ourselves from the 
duties of decency and the obligations 
of international comity.

Georgia’s Ancient Wold Mines. 

Before the discovery of the rich gold 
fiersus of California in 1849 Georgia 
was the center of the gold mining in- 
dustry in the United States. Conse- 
quently it will not surprise Georgians 
to know that the oldest gold mine in 
the country is to be found in this 
state. 

This ancient bed of the yellow metal 
is known as the Calhoun mine and is 
1ocated in Lumpkin county, Georgia, 
near Dahlonega. The mine was dis- 
covered as far back as 1828 and was 
owned at one time by John C. Calhoun, 
the great nullifier, whose name has 
been associated with it ever since. 
After passing out of the hands of Mr. 
Calhoun it became the property of 
some agricultural institution in the 
state of South Carolina. 

For many years the mine was not 
worked with much profit to the own- 
ers, but recently it has come into the 
hands of an enterprising company of 
owners, who have put six men to work 
in it and are making it yield as much 
as $300 per month.

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EDITORIAL COMMENT. 


On the basis of 1,000 people to the square 
mile there is room for three times as 
many people in the world as live in it to- 
day; and there is no danger of overcrowd- 
ing it for many years to come. To be 
“full” the world must have a population 
of 52,000,000,000, and as the rate of increase 
is only one person per hundred each year 
it will take one hundred and twenty-five 
years to bring the population even up to 
§,000,000,000. There will then be eighty- 
three persons to one square mile of earth. 
Another one hundred years will bring the 
population to 14,4%6,000,000, or 225 to the 
square mile, and another century’s growth 
will make it 31,662,000,000, or 609 per mile. 
It will not be until the middle of the 
twenty-third century that the world will 
be ‘“‘full.”” In the year 2250 there will be 
an average of 1,001 persons to the square 
mile, or a world population of 52,000,000,000, 


An interesting fact disclosed by the 
census statistics is that in ten years the 
general death rate has decreased from 
19.6 per thousand to 17.8. This remarkable 
decrease is in the cities, whgre the rate 
has fallen from 2! in 1890 to 18.6 last year. 
The rate in the country has been about 
stationary, having been 15.3 in 1890 and 
15.4 in 1900. This extraordinary decrease 
in the death rate of cities has been due 
chiefly to improved hygienic conditions. 
In the country a corresponding gaifi has 
not occurred. The figures show that con- 
sumption is no longer the most fatal of 
diseases, pneumonia having taken its 
place. Deaths from consumption have 
decreased over 20 per cent, while a great- 
er relative decrease is recorded in the 
case of diphtheria and other diseases. The 
diseases that show an increase are chietly 
those incident to advanced age, death

All the Chicago Teuton Societies 
Present Him Resolutions of Es- 
teem — Off for Louisville. 
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Chicago, January 27.—Admiral Schley, 
after a quiet Sunday and a good night's 
sleep, arose this morning much refreshed 
and expressed himself as ready to meet 
the requirements of the day’s programme. 
The first item on the distinguished vis- 
itor’s schedule today was a visit to the 
W. 8. Schley school. 

The admiral entered the school through 
twe lines of boys holding palms over his 
head. He was greeted by the children, 
who sang: “See! The Conquering Hero 
Comes.”’ | 

After being introduced he made a short 
speech in which he said that honor and 
honesty are the hand maids of valor. 
He said, too, that he was very glad to 
have the school named after him. A 
small boy piped out: “I am glad they 
named it after you.” whereupon there 
were shouts of laughter and general ap- 
plause. The nine hundred children in 
attendance marched by the admiral, who 
Shook hands with every one of them. 

At 11 a. m. Admiral Schiey was pre- 
sented with resolutions of esteem and 
approbation by a committee of .twenty- 
two representing the German societies 
of Chicago.

STATE TREASURY HAS PAID- 
OUT MILLION IN TWO WEEKS 


ITHIN less than two weeks just 
gone by the ‘state treasury has 
paid out nearly a million’ dollars. 
The sum paid out to pensioners and 
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school teachers since the payment of pen- 
sions began not quite two weeks ago is 
@ little jess than $900,000, but by Wednes- 
day or Thursday, when two weeks have 
elapsed, the million mark will have been 
reached and that amount wil have gone 
into circulation in Georgia. 

The payment of pensions began about 
January 14, and up to the present time 
more than $300,000 has been paid out on 
this account. State Treasurer Park is 
now paying out anywhere from $25,000 to 
$40,000 a day on pensions accvunt, soit 
can be seen how rapdly the amount ac- 
cumulates. The total to be vaid out on 
account of pensions is $82,090, and the 
balance of the pensions money will be 
paid out during February, so that by the 
latter part of next month practically every 
pensoner in the state will have been paid. 

The school teachers were paid the other 
day in a lump the sum of $560,000. This 
was for the last two months’ service of 
-last year, and still left about $50,000 due 
them, several counties not having drawn 
all that was coming to them. 

The expenses of the state from January 
1. to March 1, or rather the amount of 
money to be paid out within that time, is 
about $1,500,000. This, however, has not 
caused any embarrassment to the treas- 
ury, as the receipts at this time of the 
year from taxation are Very heavy, anc 
the money is there with which to meet all 
these obligations, and mere too, though 
there would be a deficit if everything 
the state owes had to be paid at once.

FALL OF TEMPERATURE 
PREVENTED BY HUMIDITY 


Last Night the Mercury Stoot at 10 
Below at Minneapolis — Cold 
Wave Is Slowly but surely 
Moving East—Atlay- 
ta Will Get It.

The cold wave which the weather bu- 
reau has promised Atlanta is coming 
slowly—but it is coming. Last night at 
8 o'clock it was 10 below zero at Minne- 
apolis and 30 abcve in Atlanta. At inter- 
mediate points the temperature varies 
between these extremes. 

The officials of the Atlanta station say 
that the reason the mercury has fallen 
no lower in Atlanta than it has is the 
unusuul amount of moisture in the at- 
mosphere. Yesterday the humidity was 
greater in Atlanta than it has been at 
any time in some montrs. 

A severe blizzard is raging in the north- 
west, and the south will in all likelihood 


‘get her share of it today. Last night the 


area of high pressure was centered around 
St. Louis. The barometer is lower at all 
eastern points and the “high” is slowly 
moving eastward. 

Although no discomfort was experienced 
from cold in Atlanta yesterday, still be- 
tween the hours of 8 a. m. and 8 p. m. 
the mercury fell 27 degrees—frum 60 to 33. 

After nightfall this decrease in tem- 
perature became much slower owing to 
the increase in humidity, and at 2 o’clock 
this morning the mercury had only fallen 
to ®. 

However, there is no telling when the 
thermometer may show a sudden fall of 
tempereture, and when Atlanta wakes up 
this morning she may find the blizzard 
upon her people. 

The weather officials say that all indi- 
cations point to a period of very low 
temperature, that it is surely coming, and 
that there is no use for the people to 
become impatient over its delay. 

The predicticn fcr today is clear and 
much colder, while for Wednesday it is 
clear and cortinued cold. 

Blizzard in Chicago. 

The following dispatch to The Consti- 
tution from Chicago gives an account of 
the severe weatker conditions in the 
west: 

Chicago, January 27.—Chicage is strug- 
gling under the biting blasts of a cold 
wave that arrived last night, the off- 
shoot of the blizzard thet has been raging 
in the northwest. In the lost twenty-four 
hours the temperature has fallen 46 <de- 
grees, having touched 8 degrees below 
zero at dawn. One death from freezing 
is reported. 

All the northwest is su‘fering from the 
extremely cold weather, which covers ll 
the upper lake region of the Mississippi 
valley with zero temperatures. In the 
far northwestern states that the range of 
temperature is from 10 to 24 degrees he- 
low zero. Traffic has been generally im- 
peded, and the trains are repcrted late 
on all roads. Tonight the wind, which 
had been blowing a gate all day, died 
away. Tonight the temperature was 4 
below and falling slowly. Cold weather 
is promised for tomorrow and _ slowly 
moderating temperature for Wedngeday. 

The most severe conditions tonight ex- 
isted in the Lake Superior region, where 
the temperature ranged from 8 below to 
12 below, and the wind blew a gale. 

The blizzard was also felt in the south. 
At Huntington, W. Va., twenty-four 
heurs of heavy rain has been followed 
today by the fiercest snowstorm of the 
season, Which prevails throughout the 
southwest. Trains are delayed on all 
railroads. Freezing weather is reported,

of the national beard. 

It is the announced purpose of the 
miners to fight the operators to the finish 
on the principle of whether or not the 
organization is to be recognized. 

Union in West Virginia. 

A resolution calling on national organ- 
izers to unionize the miners of West Vir- 
ginia for the good of the order was re- 
ferred to the executive committee. 

More or less fervor characterized the 
proceedings of the convention when the 
committee on appeals and egrievances 
submitt«d a recommendation that the en- 
trance of Delegete James Mooney, of 
Missouri district No. 58, b2 referred back 
to the conventicn of that district, which 
is soon to assemble to hear charges which 
have been pending for some time against 
Mooney. 

Last Tucsday when the charges pre- 
ferred by Miss Mollie Meredith against 
President Mitchell and Secretary-Treas- 
urer Wilson were under discussion, 
Mooney, while urging the investigation 
of the Meredith charges, said he hai in 
his ressession cvidence that President 
Mitchell, in another matra*, had not act- 
ed in good faith and had gone so far as 
to make statements which were not true. 

President Mitchell replied that if the 
Gelegates knew what he (Mitchell) knew 
about Mooncy they would not care to as- 
sociate with him in the convention and 
would not tolerate him in its delibera- 
tions. 

Mooney then went into a statement of 
his experiences in his own district con- 
vention held last June at Kansas City, 
in which charges made against hin re- 
sulted in his being expelled from the con- 
vention. He had been placed in a position 
where he hed been unabl2 to secure a job 
of work in any mine in Missouri. 

Mooney Troubled Him. 

President Mitchell said he was called 
to Kansas City last June by a telegram 
to straighten out a tangle. He found 
that one of the hardest men he had to 
handle was not from among the op- 
erators, but James Mooney. President 
Mitchell said he found Mooney in con- 
gultaticn with James Strubble, district 
president, as to whether it was best to 
have more Mitchells in the field or more 
Mooneys. Mooney, after Mr. Mitchell re- 
turned to Indianapolis as charged by the 
president, told Struwble that Mitchell's 
method of settling their difficulty had 
been ‘‘rotten.’’ 

The convention decided to drop. the 
matter, thus leaving Mr. Mooney in the 
hands of the convention of his own dis- 
trict. 

The convention settled the button card 
controversy by the adoption of a resolu- 
tion direciing the button to be used—the 
color and number to be changed quar- 
terly in ull those districts where the 
check-off sygiem is not in vogue. 

The convention referréd to the special 
committee appointed to arrange _ scale 
districts a resolution providing for estab- 
lishing five scale districts to hold joint 
conferences with operators. 

The fourth district is to consist of 
Kentucky, Tennessee and Alabama, and 
the fifth of the states west of the Mis- 
sissippi. 

The Scale Demand. 

The scale demand was finally disposed 
of late tonight at a meeting of the com- 
mittee.

ROOSEVELT ACCEPT 


QUESTION IS UP IN BERLIN 


Believed by the Germans if Roosc- 
velt Accepts, He Will Place 
Gift in Museum. 


Berlin, Jaruary 27.—It appears uncer- 
tain whether President Reosevelt will 2c- 
cept a present from Emperor William, 
cwing to the traditional belief that the 
presidents of the United States ought not 
to accept presents from abroad. A court 
official, talking of this matter, alluded :o 
the king of Spain who had given General 
Washington two jacks and a jennet, 
from which some of the best mule stock 
in America had descendea. An American 
with whoin this official was talking re- 
plied that General Grant had caused 4 
tremendcus amount of disapprobation in 
the United States by accepting a dog as 
a gift. 

If President Roosevelt accepts this pr2s- 
ent, the’ character of which is as yet 4 
sécret, it will probably be deposited in the 
Smithsonian institution, or accepted pend- 
ing congressional approval. It is under- 
stood here that inquiries are being made 
in Wasnington concerning the 
tions of President Roosevelt. 

The conservative journals here have 
been singularly silent over the visit of 
Prince Henry, who the old aristocracy 
looks upon coldly. Those newspapers do 
not see how any especial German object 
can be served thereby, and fearing some 
Vague way that a warm fricndship be- 
tween the United States and Germany 
will render more difficult the passage of 
the German tariff bill. The Deutsche 
Tages Zeiturg, the great organ of the 
agrarians, breaks this silence today by 
treating Prince Henry's approaching visit 
with a mixture of levity and seriousness, 
in which fll feeling is scarcely concealed. 

“That part of our press which chronic- 
ally suffers with gushing feelings when- 
ever business interests are invclved,”’ 
Says The Tages Zeitung, “has already 
taken itself into a mood which threatened 
to grcw dangerous. If enthusiasm, the 
lorthcoming exchange ot expressions of 
friendship between the United States 
and Germany be already aglow what de- 
gree of white heat will it reach when 
the champagne corks are popping in 
W ashington.”’ 


NEELY’S SHORTAGE $131,413. 


So Inspector WUregory Testifies Be- 
fore the Cuban Court. 
Havana, January 27.—The chief witness 
today in the trial of the charges growing 
cut of the Cuban postal fraudg was In- 
Spector Gregory, who testified to having 
come to Hgvana when the frauds were 
discovered to inspect the department of 

findnce of the Cuban postoffice. 

Gregory said that the accounts of C. 
Fr. W. Neely were examined from three 
different standpoints and that, even a 
credit to Neely of the 392,000 stamps de- 
stroyed, there was a shortage in his ac- 
counts of $30,600, while with the exact 
amount debited against him by Wash- 
irgton and shown by the auditor's books, 
there was a shortage of $100,813. Gregory 
said the cash account showed a shortage 
of $110,278 and he estimated the total 
shortage at $131,413. 

Regarding the miscellaneous account 
kept by Neely, Gregory said he had dis- 
covered several charges, the amount of 
which corresponded to certain private 
bills of Estes G. Rathbone, which Neely 
had charged to this account and for 
which there were no vouchers. 


STILL CAPTURING THE BOERS. 


Lord Kitchener Reports shat He Is 
Making Many Prisoners. 
London, January 27.—Lard Kitchen¢r 
in a dispatch from Johannesburg, dated 
Sunday, January 26, announces that Col- 
onel Plumer captured thirty-six Boers 
Saturday, January 25, in the neighbore 
hood off Spitzkop. - 
Pretoria, January 27.—General Bruce 
Hamilton, by a clever night march, sur- 
prised a laager between Ermelo and 
Bethlehem, in the Transvaal colony, and 
charged the Boers, who fied in all direc- 
tions and were pursued many miles.

Important Project Is Sprung 
on Congress of Pan- 
Americans, 


ALL PECUNIARY DISPUTES 
TO BE SETTLE BY COURT 


It Is in Reality a Compulsory Arbi- 
tration Plan Applied to Money 
Controversies — Philadel- 
phia Museum Is In- 
dorsed by Congress. 


Mexico City, January 27.—The project 
for an irternational court of claims was 
presented at today’s session of the Pan- 
American conference. Though it has not 
excited any feeling and, therefore, has 
not attracted the same amount of attcn- 
ticn as the arbifration treaty, it is really 
of even greater practical importance. It 
is in reality itself a2 compulsory arbditra- 
tion plan, applied, however, only to con- 
troversies involving nothing but pecu- 
nlary claims. 


Why Project Is Urged. 

In introducing the project to the con- 
ference the committee on Pan-American 
court of claims said in part: 

“The reasons for expediency, on which 
this prejected treaty is based, are wb- 
vious. The difficulties at present existing 
in the opposition of some of the delega- 
tions to the conference in the way of 
negotiation of a general treaty of com- 
pulsory arbitration do not exist in the 
case of the subject matter of this pro- 
posed convention. The questions enu- 
merated in article first are independent 
of those political and socia! issues which 
arouse the passicns of nations or which 
are connected directly with their vital in- 
terests. Moreover, these questions are, as 
a rule, merely of a Icgal character. It is 
now proposed to submit such cas2s to 
The Hague tribural in accordance with 
the tendencies of which this assembly has 
given such unanimous evidence. We be- 
licve that if this project, the provisions 
of which we will amply defend before the 
concscrence if any of the delegates so de- 
sire, is adopted one of the most vaxatious 
and frequent causes of differences be- 
tween friendly nations will have been re- 
moved. 

Provisiors of the Articles. 

Article 1 of the projected convention is 
as follows: 

“Article 1. The high contracting par- 
ties agree to submit to arbjtration all 
claims for pecuniary loss or damage 
which may be presented by their re- 
Spective citizens, and which, in accordance 
with international law, can be submitted 
through diplomatic channels and cannot 
amicably adjusted through such chan- 
nels, provide@ such claims exceed the 
Sum Of $10,000°gold; and provided further 
that such claimants shall not have vo'l- 
untarily served or aided, subsequently 
to the ratification of this protocol, the en- 
émjes of the government against which 
the claim is presented.”’ 

Article 2 provides for submitting claims 
of this character to the permanent court 
of arbitration established by The Hague 
convention. 

The concluding articles are as follows: 

“Article 5. The present convention 
shall not bind the United States of 
America, nor the United States of Mex- 
ico, except with regard to such natjons, 
whose governments may solicit the ad- 
herence to the convention for the peace- 
ful settlement @f international conflicts 
Signed at The Hague, July 29, 1899. 

“Article 6. This treaty shall be in force 
without any exchange of ratification, dur- 
ing five years from the time that five 
states. at least, of those subscribing to it 
express their approval thereof to the 
government of the United Stc@®s of Mex- 
ico. Said government shal! notify the 
Other governments with regard to the ap- 
proval it may receive.”’

Significant Speech by German Am- 
bassador to Austria. 

Vienna, January 27.—At the banquet of 
the German colony here last even§ng 
given in honor or the anniversary of the 
birth of Emperor William, Frince Von’ 
Eulenberg, the German ambassador, 
made an important speech, in which he 
strongly insisted that the ‘alliance be- 
tween the two empires was irdissoluble, 
a union which Germans cling to with all 
their hearts and a friendship between two 
rcoble monarchs.”’ 

As Prince Eulenburg is a personal 
friend of the German emperor, it is be- 
lieved the latter inspired this speech as a 
protest against the recent reparts of the 
loosening of the bonds between the two 
ccuntries. 

London, January 28.—The Vienna corre- 
spondent of The Times referring to the 
speech of Prince Von Eulenberg, the 
German ambassador at Vienna, at the

RICE’S DEATH NOT NORMAL

Dr. Williams Swears Only Gaseous 
Irritant Could Have So Af- 
fected Lungs. 


Now York, January 27—TNe second day 
of the trial of Lawyer Albert T. Patrick, 
accused of the murder of William Marsh 
Rice, brought it up to the point where 
the eause of the death of the millionaire 
is sought to be determined. The first 
witness along this line of inquiry intro- 
duced by the prosectttton was Dr. Ham- 
‘lton Williams, one of the physicians at- 
tached to the coroner’s staff, who attended 
the autopsy. He testified that Rice's 


lungs wére congested. 

“T believe,” Dr. Williams said in fe- 
plying to a question, “that nothing else 
than a gaseous irritant could have pro- 
duced the condition of the lungs. I may 
say, instead of believing that I know 
from experience, this to be the fact.” 
Pneumonia, he said, could not produce the 
condition he found in Mr. Rice’s lungs. 
He found all of Rice's organs normal 
except for the lung congestion. The only 
admission the defense received from the 
witness was that many of the ordinary 
indicati@ns of death from chloroform were 
absent in the case of Mr. Rice. 

Charles Plowright, the undertaker, who 
was called in by Patrick to prepare the 
body of Rice for cremation, testified that 
he had said to Patrick that it would re- 
quire twenty-four hours to prepare for 
cremation, and suggested embalming, to 
which Patrick consented. | 

John 8. Potter, Plowright’s assistant, 
testified that Patrick had shown him a 
letter signed by Rice expressing the wish 
that after his death his body should be 
cremated. The morning of t¥e day set for 
cremation he had been ealled on the tele- 
phone by Patrick and told that the cre- 
mation must be called off, owing to a 
telegram he had just received from Texas, 
but that it would probably be held two 
days later. The letter to which the wit- 
ness alluded wag dated August 13, 1900.

PASSING THRONG 


dre tourist business this year demon- 
strates beyond a doubt that Florida has 
got to make still more extensive and 
elaborate preparations to accommodate 
her winter guesfs in the near future,” 
remarked W. V. Lifsey, of the Plant 
system passenger department, who was 
in the city yesterday. Mr. Lifsey does 
@ great deal of traveling through the 
state of sunshine and flowers and was 
for a long time located at Tampa, Fia., 


where he had an excellent opportunity 
to watch the travel on ‘that side of the 
State at least expand and grow. 

“T was down on the west coast of 
Florida the other day,” he said, “and I 
found it almost impossible to get ac- 
commodations at one of our own ho- 
tels. They are full almost to overflowing 
now, and the height of the season is 
yet to come. It is the Same way over 
on the @ast coast. Mr. Flagler’s hotels, 
I understand, are all crowded, and it is 
getting *so that people who want ac- 
commodations have to write ahead two 
or three weeks for them. Many of 
those rich people who go down there don’t 
care what they pay. They want comfort 
and luxury, and they want the best. 
Cost is a matter of secondary considera- 
tion. 

“The people of the west—as far west 
as Californja—are going to Florida more 
than ever before. The travel from that 
section is constantly increasing and to 
such an extent that it is now taxing 
the capacity of the extensive hotels that 
have been constructed, especially for the 
accommodation of the winter tourjsts. 
The result is Florida must build some 
more big hotels in the near future, or she 
will have to hang out the Ss. R. O. 
sign during the first three monthe of the 
year. 

“The travel from the west, as you 
know, has necessitated the putting on 
within he last few years of two hand- 
somely equjpped Pullman trains, while 
three of these limited trains continue 
to come down daily from the east. 
These trains are all crowded every day 
now and will be for some weeks or 
until the return movement begins when 
they will begin to come down com- 
paratively empty and go back with every 
berth taken. Florida has a still greater 
future before her, and is fortunat@ in 
having moneyed men who know so well 
how to make the necessary provision 
for it." 


A Massachusetts man, Ex-Mayor Per- 
ry Collier, of Beverly, has solved a 
problem, it would seem, which bids fair 
to give congress some trouble, that of 
driving out the rats from the white 
house. Recently reports were sent out 
from Washington to the effect that the 
white house was being overrun with 
these pests, and all sorts of sugges- 
tions were offered, even fo putting in 
steel walls and building ay entirely new 
white house. 

According to Mr. Colljer’s idea, how- 
ever, the country will not have to go to 
this expense, for he has just sent Pres- 
ident Roosevelt a half Gozen Massa- 
chusetts cats which are guaranteed to do 
the work in short order. The cats 
were shipped by express and tagged to 
“Theodore Roosevelt, Executive Man- 
sion.”’ 

A few days ago Ex-Mayor Collier, 
of Beverly, Mass., read that the white 
house was overrun with rats, and he be- 
gan at once to formulate a plan for their 
extermination. He asked friends for cats, 
and out of over 10 offered he picked 
the six with the best records. 

The cats are named after Boston's 
mayors, past and present. 

With the box of cats, Ex-Mayar Col- 
lier sent a letter in which he said: 

“Having seen in the papers that the 
executive mansion is overrun with rats, 
and, as a citizen of this republic, feeling 
a deep interest in her welfare and her 
institutions, I have forwatded you six 
cats. Massachusetts cats are unequaled 
as rpdent hunters, and provided they are 
not overfed, will clean the rats from 
the white house in short order.” 

According to this it looks as if there 
are more ways than one of preventing 
a raid on the treasury, even by rats.

UNCLE AND NEPHEW 
CONTEST IN COURT 


D. B Wright Says Steve Jett Assault- 
ed and Beat Him. 


IS SEEKING $5,000 DAMAGES 


Wright Says He Gave Nephew His 
Property on Condition He 
Would Care for Him and 
Son—Case Tried Yes- 
terday. 


——- 


An interesting case, in which an uncle 


is culng his nephew for $.000 damages 
for an alleced assault made upon him, 
was tried vesterday before Judge A. E. 
Calhoun in the cecond division of the city 
court. The evidence and argument of at- 
torneys was concluded, Judge Calhoun 
will deliver his charge and the case will 
go to the jury this merning. 

The principals in the case of D. B. 
Wright, the uncle, and Steve Jett, the 
nephew. Wright claims that Jett assault- 
ed and beat him after he had given him 


all of his property. 

Wright is about seventy years of ge. 
and it seems has an imbecile son. Ac- 
cording to the evidence, Wright and h's 
nephew entered into an agreement by 
which the uncle gave the nephew his 
property, consisting of % acres of land 
and a house locetedtin the country hear 
Atlanta, on condition that Jett was to 
provide and care for Wright and his son 
during their life time. The father and 
eon went to live with Jett and after a 
time Jett came home drunk, it is said, 
and committed the assavlt. 

Wright then left the home, secured an 
indictment charging his nephew with ase 
sault with intent to murder; entered suit 
in the superior court for the recovery of 
his property, and brought suit in the 
city court fer personal damages. Later 
he signed a paper, agreeing to quit all of 
the litigation. 

It is this agreement on which the case 
in the city court hinges. Wright claims 
that he signed the paper under duress-- 
that Jett threatened to send his son to 
the asylum unless he signed. On this 
ground he proceeded to push the case. 
The defense denies the duress and this 
question will have to be determined by 
the jury. 

Wricht is represented by Attornev Har- 
vey Hill and Lowry Arnold and Jett 
is represented by Attorrev Linton Hop- 
kins. Attornev Hill opered the argument 
fcr his client and he was foliowed by At- 
torney Hopkins for the deferse. Attorney 
Arnold then closed for the plaintiff.. The 
hour of adjournment had been reached 
by this time and Judge Calhoun, 2n- 
nounced that he would not charge the 
jury unti! this morning. 

$15,000 Suit on Trial. 
The trial of the case of John A. Austin 
against the Western and Atlantic Rail- 
road Company was begun yesterday 
morning before Judge H. M. Reid in the 
first Qivision of the city court. 
Austin is suing for $15,0 for alleged 
personal injuries. He was employed by 
the road in the capacity of coupler and 
alleges that he was injured on March 27, 
1901, by being mashed between an engine 
and car. He charges negligence to th-« 
road. 
The plaintiff is represented by Arnold & 
Arnold and the railroad conipany is rep- 
resented by Attcrneys Payne & Tye. The 
trial will probably be concluded today. 

William Ledford Acquitted.

Leonard's Railway News says: 

Chairman Reagan, of the Texas railroad 
co@mission, who dissented from the decision 
of the majority of the commission in the adop- 
tion of the new class frefgfNt rates on merchan- 
dise not embraced in commodity tariffs, has 
issued a statement, giving his reason for 
oprosing the new rates. He says in part: 

“I think the reductions for distances of 25 
miles and less make the rates unreasonably 
low; I think the rates for distances between 
25 and 50 miles are much too low. The in- 
crease in the distance at which thé maximum 
rates are reached from 186 miles to 245 miles, 
make an unnecessary reduction in rates, and 
is a reversal of the policy and action of this 
commission from the time of its organization 
to «he present, of so arranging our rates as 
to preserve competition between dealers and 
manufacturers in thfs state and those of other 
states. This extension of the maximum dis- 
tance will have the efféct of concentrating the 
jobbing and wholesale business and the man- 
ufacturing business of the state in a few of 
the larger cities of the state, and in drawing 
these. branches of business away from the 
secundary ant minor cities and towns of the 
state, and thus tend to promote monopoly and 
to lim necessary competition. 

“I fear the adoption of this classification 
and scale of rates may operate unfavorably 
on the construction of new railroads in the 
state, now progressing. so satisfactorily, and 
may delay the improvement of the roadbeds, 
and the increase of their rolling stock now 
much needed. 

“While I am @as anxious as others to pro- 
tect the people against unnecessary burdens, 
I do not forget that the material prosperity 
and welfare of our people greatly depend on 
th: facilities of transportation furnished them 
by the railroads, and that in all the past it has 
been the policy of the state to encourage their 
construction and proper equipment.
